SIMPLICITY 

Simplicity Is the keynote of this 
year's format. ; It Is smaller in 
size than .last year's edition, and 
the price has been reduced to 
twenty-five cents In the hope of 
reaching a wider section of the 
student body and also of the gen- 
eral public. 

HIGH LITERARY STANDARD 

The magazine is edited by W. J. 
Eccles and a board of assistants, 
one of whom Is in Engineering and 
the others from various depart- 
ments of the Arts faculty. In selec- 
ting the material the editorial board 
was chiefly concerned with pre- 
senting a magazine that was both 
Interesting and at the same time 
maintained a high literary standard. 
1,000 COPIES PRINTED 

One thousand copies have been 
printed, they will be on sale In the 
Arts. Engineering. Biology build- 
ings. In R.V.C. and the Union. It 
Is the hope of the editorial board 
that every copy will be sold be- 
fore the end of "the week, which 
will enable next year's editorial 
board to go ahead with plans for 
two issues and the inclusion of 
original art work. 

PROSE EDITION 

This year's edition has been 
called a 'prose' edition In contrast 
to last year's which has been 
labelled a 'modern poetry' edition. 
This choice was dictated by the 
nature of the material submitted 
and was not a conscious effort on 
the part of the editorial board.

A college or university serves no really valu- 
able purpose in a community unless it inculcates 
in the minds of its students and faculty a reali- 
zation of responsibility to fellow beings. So far, 
the response to the charity fund drive has not 
been good. j)o McGill students not realize 
they have civic, national and international re- 
sponsibilities? Wc prefer to believe that up to 
this point there have been too many distractions 
by the various elections to allow McGill students 
to give serious thought to their responsibilities 
in other fields.

Chosen for 
Class of '50 

The class- pin for the class of '50 
engineers has been chosen from a 
number of designs. The styles 
varied widely with some indicating 
great imaginative processes having 
functioned. One whimsical sugges- 
tion which gave food for thought 
was a mug of beer entitled "The 
Fortieth Beer." symbolizing the ul- 
timate capacity of a red-blooded 
engineer. 

However, the contest was won by 
Donald G. Kitson, of Electrical III. 
The winning design consisted of the 
McGill crest colors, above a silver 
scroll on which is inscribed in black 
lettering •Engineering." Two cross- 
ed tcc-squarcs, head in black and 
shaft in silver are behind the crest 
with the gold numbers 50 between 
the scroll and crest. 

It was considered by the judging 
committee to be the best design 
offered for the following reasons. 
The McGill crest was deemed an 
essential feature because It offered 
proof positive, and beyond a shadow 
of a doubt that McGill was the old 
alma mater. Designs having cog 
wheels, gears, dividers, set squares 
tended to encroach on the Rotary, 
Masonic clubs' emblems, also gears 
.would stamp the wearer as a 
• mechanical engineer" which would 
not be felt desirable by some. 
Another reason is, designs which 
embodied engineering symbols did 
not do the job as well as the iron 
ring lo put across the idea that one 
is an engineer.

Once again International Student Service will 
sponsor a seminar in Europe and McGill has 
been allocated for four scholarships. 

The seminar will lie financed by various inter- 
ested organizations and not by funds raised in 
the current campus drive. Lust year the seminar 
was financed by provincial governments of 
Canada, the Canadian Council for Reconstruc- 
tion through UNESCO and the British Control 
Commission of Germany. 

Although the final arrangements arc not yet 
completed, the present plan is to hold this year's 
seminar somewhere in the Netherlands from 
July 11 (n August 15. Last year the I.S.S. Sum- 
mer Seminar was held in a 30-ycnr-old castle in

New Forge Writing Ahead 



The Forge, which everyone nt McGill under- 
stands by this time to refer to the students' lit- 
erary magazine, appears today. In more than 
one sense it has now become something of a 
veteran publication. The first issue was printed 
in 1938, and since then (i.e. for nearly three col- 
lege generations l it hns appeared at least once 
annually without interruption. Facing many 
discouragements in its career, and never as pros- 
perous, perhaps, as it deserved to be, consider- 
ing the merit of the cause anil the ambitious 
standards of its editors, JVifl Forge has never- 
theless shown a kind of stubborn vitality, which 
not even the war could extinguish. Thanks to the 
courage and patience of the managing board, 
and to the patronage of students who were 
curious to know what their more articulate 
friends could find to say, the magazine has 
acquired a good,healthy tradition. 

The original aim of The I'onjc was to pro- 
mote good writing among the students at McGill. 
Although it was hatched in the Arts Faculty, it 
was meant to be not an exclusively under- 
graduate magazine, but a medium for the whole 
complex of McGill schools and faculties. -Nor 
was there any thought of competing against 
The Daily. The object was to provide an in- 
centive for student writers to do deliberate and 
careful work of high grade by conferring special 
status on such writing — that of material singled 
out for more distinctive and permanent form 
than would be possible in a newspaper. 

The first hopes of 7'/ie Forge have not been 
wholly realized: prewar optimism dreamed of a 
bi-monthly or of a monthly magazine, small 
though the university was in those spacious days; 
and it was never found easy, with the best in- 
tentions, to persuade students outside the Arts 
Faculty that it was their medium of expression, 
as well as something to buy; nor was there often 
a quite satisfactory balance of power among 
articles, stories, and poem*. Yet the editors 
deserve credit, in view of their difficult problems, 
for discovering a workable formula which kept 
the magazine a going concern and handed on an 
opportunity to add something to the tradition. 
There had been brilliant literary journalism at 
McGill some years before The Forge; but it 
had lacked equal slaying power, partly be- 
cause the editors failed to make provision for 
their own succession. In any event, 77ic Forge 
made an effort to get as good writers as could 
b,c recruited, and to apply disinterested criteria 



of judgment. They simply wanted as good as 
they could get of sensibility, thought, and ex- 
pression. McGill students nrc various, of course, 
in their backgrounds, ideals, anil hnbits of ex- 
pression, and their training tloes not iron out 
these differences in the interest of any particular 
programme or philosophy. If there is any hall 
mark that McGill puts on all her students, it 
would be hard to say what it is. Tliç^ Forge, in 
reflecting these facts'has been fairly representa- 
tive, within its limits, of the university itself. 
One can also safely say that the magazine has 
always been good enough to compare favorably 
in variety, significance, and quality, with similar 
ventures at other universities.

The 
editors have been enthusiastic, and have spared 
no pains to make it good; the Students' Execu- 
tive Council hns shown generous and appreciat- 
ive good will; the university has never had a 
larger supply of mature students to rely on for 
copy. 77ic Forge, having prepared its best now 
for its readers, naturally hopes that they can 
improve and enjoy it. The selected poems, essays, 
stories, will perhaps have a value not only 
today; but in Inter years it may be of interest to 
see what thoughts and tnstcs represented here 
in 1949 have borne fruit. , 

One thing is sure: unless the younger writers 
in Canada have their opportunity to write and 
to be read and heard; to sec their work object- 
ively, and to discover how it is regarded, then 
Canadian literature jvill be the' loser. If they 
are willing to give time and thought to it, the 
rest of us can at least wish them luck. We can 
also try to avoid discouraging them, and our- 
selves, by too much insistence that the time is 
out of joint, and thai literature is going to suffer 
more than most enterprises in the brave new 
world. There is not enough bravery in that 
thought. One hears different theories about what 
makes the world go round — ambition, power, 
trade, love— but none of these could go far with- 
out the good companionship of hope. Almost 
literally we live on it. If there is anything to 
be gained from our next crop of Canadian 
writers, it should be showing itself in such 
ventures as The Forge. NOTHING will happen, 
nothing will be discovered, unless they have 
their chance to experiment, to learn, to put their 
navigation to the test. Let them have, for all 
it is worth, the conviction that the game is 
worth playing. — H. G. FILES.

continent, Belgium is but a small 
colored patch on the may of Europe. 
Hardly large enough to contain its 
own name. Brussels is a tiny spot 
in the middle of this small' patch, 
but in it one can feel the heart of 
a proud and courageous nation. 

London, Paris or Rome may be 
more Important for the number of 
their inhabitants, or for the glory 
of their present or past position in 
the world. But none of them could, 
like Brussels, claim the' title of 
the typical Western European city. 
In Brussels can be fount! the es 
sence of Western European civili 
zation in all its fields whether in- 
tellectual artistics, ethical, social 
and material. There the features 
common to all Belgian cities join. 
They appear In a unique variety of 
scenes, and in all forms of cultural 
life that, from abroad, readily en 
ter a city so widely open to' them. 

Brussels, as the capital of 
country composed of two linguistic 
groups, enjoys both Latin and Ger 
manic cultures. For centuries those 
two groups have fared and shared 
alike, and Brussels has been the 
crucible where their particular In- 
clinations were mcelted together. 
There, the Flemish from the North 
and the Walloons from the South 
are brought together In close ties, 
each group being quite respectful 
of the other's culture. 

The Inhabitants of Brussels like 
to do themselves wolyl. They arc 
jolly fellows, fond of good living 
and good food. The cafes teem with 
people who like to drink a glass of 
beer as they listen to music, or play 
cards In the blue atmosphere of 
cigarettes and pipes. The women are 
rather pretty; they are fond of nice 
clothes, not necessary expensive, but 
always neat and pleasing. The 
streets are liberally lit and the dec- 
oration of the shop-windows bears 
the stamp of originality and style. 
On Saturdays and Sundays, the big 
avenues swarm with strollers who 
tirelessly and peacefully walk up 
ind down, as if they were anxious 
to give a token of their contentment 
and their taste for everything that 
increases the poy of life. 

Besides having a quite modern 
outlook, its many handsome monu- 
ments bequeathed by the past con- 
tribute to Brussels' position as a 
typical Western European city. The 
"Grand Place," for instance, is a 



are designed to produce a unique 
and harmonious architectural 
whole. On one side It is towered 
by the slender spire of the gothic 
city-hall, itself topped by the gold 
en statue of St. Michael, the cap 
ital saint. The buildings on the 
other side used to be guild halls. 
They arc still exactly as they were 
rebuilt after a big fire that took 
place in 1603, during one of the 
numerous Franco-German wars. 
The modern visitor should sec the

I remember once when I was 
very small seeing a man standing 

on a street corner turning the handle 
of a music box. He had only one 
hand and on the ground beside him 
was a bag into which the occasional 
passerby tossed a few coppers. I 
remember him very well. That was 
part of my education. 

I also remember when I was 
older, standing one night on a rock 
beside a river of tormented foam- 
fleckcd rapids, whose thunder 
became a monotonous conscious- 
ness in the ear. If I looked up 
through the branches of a spread- 
ing pine tree, I could see a million 
stars afar off, and it seemed that 
the night was heavy with an in- 
tensity ( I suppose I called it God) 
that was very real. That was part 
of my education. 

And now, I am somewhat older 
still, and it seems to mc that educa 
tlon is life. We learn through what 
we think and do and feel. We learn 
through the people with whom we 
live and work, and from the efforts 
of the changing world about us. 
Courage and heartbreak, friendship 
and loyalty, these things cannot be 
experienced through a textbook. 
They must be lived. But to live in 
à world where such qualities are 
found, and to be able to appreciate 
them, we must provide for our- 
selves some outline of living which 
will stand us in good stead. And so 
*e go to school. There we learn 
<ho ways of living, both past and 



present, apart from our own. There ! teachers were tolcraant and smiled 
we learn how to understand our 



fellow human beings and how to 
make our way among them. 

My memory of elementary school 
is a vague and pleasant haze. There 
we learned the basic principles of 
the subject matter we were to study 
throughout school. What was just 
as Important was the fact that we 
leariyed to be disciplined and to 
bow to authority. These were happy 
years because we were young and 
carefree. 

We remember High School be- 
cause It was so new. We were very 
eager and anxious to learn. And 
learn we did— thnigs whose, value 
we did not realize until later. We 
learned, first of all, school spirit, 
that essence that teaches us loyalty 
to an ideal and good sportsmanship 
in the face of whatever may come 
our way. When we cheered our- 
selves hoarse at a rugby match and 
tried to go on cheering even when 
the other team won, w« were un- 
consciously laying the foundations 
of our later loyalties. Our perspec- 
tive of the world became gradually 



enlarged, we began to have ambit 
ions and to see beyond the bound- 
aries of the classroom. The state of 
the world intrigued us very much. 
There was a stage when we all 
became very politically minded, 
and planned how we should set 
things right, when we, the new 
generation, would take the reins of 
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We began to be independent and 
to do a little thinking for ourselves. 
We had our student councils. Wc 
arranged concerts, produced plays, 
and encouraged debating contests. 
True, it was the few, and not the 
many who took active part in these 
affairs, but the spirit pervaded the 
whole school, and we all felt that 
we were doing our bit. 

We learned a love of literature 
and music, which will always re- 
main with us. Nothing could ever 
take that away. Wc learned langu- 
ages, mathematics, chemistry and 
history. We decided what we should 
do when wc finished High School, 
and wc went forward smiling. At 
graduation wc were warned of the 
hard, cruel world awaiting us, and 
wc kept on smiling. 

And now that we have been a 
little farther out in the world for a 
few years, wc find that we are con- 
tinually being educated. I myself 
feel very small and inadequate 
when I realize how little I have 
really learned. I always liked the 
atmosphere of school, and now that 
of a university even more. The 
yearly combination of work and 
study, if a little wearying at times, 
gives us a satisfaction of knowing 
that we are at least trying to keep 
our minds active. Thus we go over 
the same cycle— live and learn, 
learn and live, live and learn, learn

At the Ladies' Club again we 
were able to hear Kathleen Fcr- 
rier. There is little that we can 
add to what has been printed In 
Time magazine. Miss Fcrricr's 
singing is always carefully thought 
out and controlled, her interpre- 
tations arc polished to the Nth dc- 
'grcc. and to top it all, she has a 
magnificent voice. Can anything 
more be said? 

The Montreal Youth Symphony 
was heard in a concert under its 
conductor Fernand Gralton. Mr. 
Gratton has trained his players 
well and gets from them perform- 
ances that may well be the envy

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After a prelude of original and 
amusing advertising drawn by Miss 
Felicity Peirs 'Forge 1049' has fi- 
inally made its appearance. It is an 
austerity volume In conformity 
with a small budget, but the format 
Is pleasing nonetheless. 

On the whole the writers have 
very little to jay that is cither new 
or interesting, and they lack the 
merit of having said it well. How- 
ever there arc three exceptions, 
one In each field of short story 
poetry and article, whose contribu- 
tions lift the magazine from medi- 
ocrity. ** 

Jack MacKrow* has written a 
short story and another creative 
work called "What, to do with a 
Cow," which defies description but 
which is dellclously funny and 
very cleverly executed. "Babs", a 
story of a female sergeant in India 
who uses sex as a shrimping net. 
is written with admirable forth- 
rlghtness and economy of phrase, 
and an undertone ls deftly but un- 
obtrusively suggested. Mr. Mac- 
Krow's work is effortless and dis- 
ciplined, and he Injects a welcome 
note of humour, for 'Forge' writers 
this year, as in the past, tend to 
take themselves all loo seriously, 

Most of the other story writers 
hive succumbed to the temptation'' 



to write about things beyond the 
limits of their experience, and one 
has the disconcerting impression 
that they are writing at second 
hand. Donald Purcell's "Journal of 
a Yankee Habitant." although not 
outstanding, has a certain integrity, 
and some good descriptive passages, 
and Felicity Pelvs "Swan Song.' 
shows sensitivity, but the stories, 
on the whole, are too greatly char- 
acterized by the sensuous, the sor- 
did, or the violent, and by a strain- 
ing after psychological effect. 

For. his two poems, "For Mrs 
Shaw" and "Portrait of the Sun- 
light as a Young Actor." J. W. 
Lieber has chosen a particularly 
difficult form, the sestlna. Technic- 
ally a tour de force, the poems 
show, however, that Mr. Lieber ls 
no mere stylist. The first poem is a 
simple and sensitive description 
which evokes an immediate and 
satisfying response in the reader. 
The second with its metaphysical 
Imagery is a greater intellectual 
challenge, and the total apprécia 
tion is thereby Increased. 

The originality' of concept and of 
diction of Mr. Lieber's verse is a 
pleasant relief after the stale dic- 
tion, cliches, or deliberate and non-

The 91st Highlanders presented 
their twenty-fourth annual track 
meet here Saturday night at the 
Hamilton Armories before a full 
house. Centre of attraction for the 
evening was Harrison Dillard. 
(world's fastest human), who did 
not disappoint the fans. 

He entered and won two events, 
setting a new armory record for 
sixty yard high hurdles. 

Done Stonchouse racked up two 
wins and a third besides several 
wins in heals to take home a good 
share of the silverware. In the 
feature of the evening Western 
University edged the McGill Red- 
men in the University one mile re- 
lay for the Lieut.-Col. Fred E. 
Wigle. Memorial Trophy. Queens 
finished in show position, trailed 
by Toronto and McMaster. Robin- 
son, McGilrtftcad off man trailed 
the trackstcrs from Western and 
Queens around the track but Wag- 
ner picked up the baton and shot 
Into the lead. 

Munroe kept this lead but West- 
crn slowly was cutting it down.

With John Taylor of the Ontario 
Veterinary College. I Hiked out 
r.ver the evil 340 square miles of 
Berlin last summer and wondered. 
Up there on the top of the Funk* 
turm. the high radio tower which 
ir 'a landmark in Berlin, you could 
think about such words and ponder 
the accuracy of their prophecy. 

Below us the Russians were 
watching through field glasses from 
the huge radio building from which 
the British had tried without suc- 
cess to evict them. 

In several directions aircraft 
streamed over the ruins of Berlin 
(the destruction is equivalent to 
the demolition of every building in 
Montreal) bringing food, médecine, 
fuel and other necessities of life via 
the fantastic airlift. ("The conquer- 
ors were paying reparations to the 
conquered,", one journalist wrote.) 

You could look out over the ruins 
and merely think "they brought it 
on themselves," or wonder if it all 
ended there. ("We shall drag a 
world with us— a world in flames.") 
Snarling Russian Rear 

The Berlin Bear, symbol of a city 
of more than four million people, 
was humbled, but the Russian Bear 
was snarling and aggressive. He 
rould sweep everything in front of 
him from Potsdammerplatz to the 
Atlantic within a matter of days if 
he so wished. 

Out oh the Havel and along the 
Spree River the Germans were 
calmly going about their sailing 
and swimming, for after all there is 
a limit to fear. i 

Fear! Fear and food were the ele- 
ments which haunte d theeveryday 
life of the average German in the 
shattered remnants of the Thousand 
Year Reich which hadn't lasted 
more than a decade. 

You could lie awake at night in 
Berlin and listen to the never-end- 
ing drone of the airlift, or walk 
along the eerie pitch black streets 
expecting the ghosts of Hitler or 
Himmler (who heard without pity 
the horrible screams of thousands 
dying by torture or gas or both) 
to issue from the heaps of rubble, 
from the hollow shells that were 
once great buildings. 

Candles flickered in a few win- 
dows, but apart from them and the 
occasional automobile headlight, the 
city was pitch black. Sometimes we 
drove, for miles in our Volkswagen 
along -what were once the busiest 



At 2 a.m. we drove back to Gatow 
to watch the Yorks and Dàkolas 
coming' in out of a black sky at 
five minute intervals. In the air- 
crew lounge we talked to pilots and 
their crews. They discounted any- 
thing sinister about Russian Yak 
fighters "buzzing" airlift planes. 
They said they used lo do the same 
thing which they were training in 
England during the war. As for the 
barrage balloon story, they said the 
Russians had put up a barrage 
ballon before the airlift started and 
it had become a landmark over 
Berlin. A scoop-happy reporter, 
on hearing a pilot mention "bar- 
rage balloon," had to rush off a 
story about the Russians putting up 
obstacles in their air corridors. 
German Resistance 
In daylight the "Berlin crisis" 

(nowadays people have almost for- 
gotten that an aircraft lands every 
three minutes in Berlin at a cost 
to the taxpayers of Great Britain 
and the United States of almost 
a million dollars a day) did not 
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seem nearly so tense, probably be- 
cause Bcrliners were sailing and' 
swimming along the waterways and 
ignoring the strange aerial merry-, 
go-round. But this ' was a mere 1 
illusion for there was fear in the 
hearts of most Berlincrs. They 
were amazingly audacious in their 
resistance to Russian pressure, amaz- 
ing because Germany had not pro- 
duced a Resistance movement or 
underground organization of any 
importance.' j 

It was no special love for the de- 1 
mocracies that caused them to op- 
pose both the threats and the \yoo- 
ing of the "Russians. They feared 
the East and furthermore saw in 
the West a possible opportunity for 
a reunion of their quartered na- 
tion. Nevertheless, both Allied and 
German officials told us. the Ger- 
mans in Berlin had favored some 
democratic principles to a remark- 
able degree when it is remembered 
that it is extremely difficult to 'de- 
monstrate them under military oc- 
cupation- which must necessarily be 
disliked and be' somewhat dicta- 
torial. • - . ' 1 '
